3,000 soldiers have passed for treatment, remains 
utterlv unnoticed. It makes one feel that there 
is more honour in being unrecognised and un- 
decorated.’’

Misses Carr, Gibson, Fitzmaurice, Wilson, 
Young, Harley, Grant, Trant, Gillam, Hay, 
and Gordon and six men have reached England 
from the Italian front. The B.R.C. ambu- 
lance unit, which has been at work on the 
Isonzo front under the direction of Mr. George 
Trevelyan since September, 1915, had its 
pital at Villa Trento, close to the Austrian fron- 
tier, and had treated 5,000 in-patients and 8,000 
out-patients since its arrival at the front. When 
the Italian retreat began the patients were 
evacuated from the hospitals, but the staff itself 
did not leave until late on Saturday afternoon, 
October 27th. The complete personnel, consist- 
ing of two doctors, 25 nurses, five officers, and 
65 male dri and mechanics, was saved, but 
19 of the 45 cars had to be abandoned. Two 
members of the unit had recently suffered am- 
putation of the left leg owing to wounds received 
while working beyond Gorizia. Miss Parr, matron, 
and some others stayed behind.

Like those who have already 
arrived, they have lost all their belongings. 
Eleven members of the unit have been decorated 
by the Italians for military valour.

EVENTS OF THE WEEK 


November 14th, 1917. 
FTER the capture of Passchendaele the Germans 
made no great counter-attack. We consolidated 
our position there and on Friday morning attacked 
again along the main ridge to the north and north- 
west of the village, and made some progress. Since 
then the German artillery-has become active again. 
We carried out a successful raid near Fresnoy, north 
east of Arras, in which the Germans lost heavily. We 
made other successful raids north-west of Quéant and 

north of Lens. A German raid west of Lens failed. 
Violent German bombardment continues at the Bois 
le Chaume, north of Verdun, and attacks attempted 
met with no appreciable upper Alsace a 
French raiding party brought back 120 prisoners. At- 
tempted German raids near St. Quentin and north 
west of Rheims were repulsed. An artillery duel is 
reported from the Oise-Aisne Canal, to which the

| Germans fell back from the Chemin des Dames. 


In Petrograd a rising took place of the Extremists or 
Bolsheviks. The leaders are Lenin and Trotsky, whose 
real names are Cederbaum and Braunstein. With the 
support of the Soviets, Councils of Workers and Sol- 
diers Delegates, and most of the Petrograd garrison, 
they struck their blow by seizing the Banks, the Cen- 
tral Telegraph and Telephone Office. They arrested 
all the members of the Provisional Government, ex 
cept M. Kerenski, who succeeded in escaping, and in 
stalled themselves in the Winter Palace. Kerenski was 
next heard of at Tsarskoe Selo, whence he wag said 
to be marching with an army on Petrograd. The 
Extremist ebullition seems to have expended itself, but 
little news is coming through. The Winter Palace is 
said to have been looted and everything destroyed or 
damaged. 

The Italians had to leave the Tagliamento line and 
fall back on the Livenza, where they made a short 
stand, but the Austro-Germans forced a crossing and 


claimed to have taken several thousand prisoners and 
many guns The Italians have fallen back on the 
Piave. The enemy cut off some Italian troops on the 


Upper Piave and 10,000 were forced to surrender. The 
enemy captured Belluno on the left bank of the Upper 
Piave, and are pressing onwards to join hands with 
another invading army which is coming southwards on 
to the plain by the Val Sugano. This second army has 
captured Asiago 

In Palestine we have captured Gaza 
sheba our troops have advanced northwards 
whole of the Turkish Army there is in retreat 

On the Tigris we have progressed and taken 319 
prisoners. : 

As a result of the Conference of Allied Statesmen 
and Generals in Italy there is to be a permanent Inter- 
Allied War Council for the whole Western front, com- 
posed of the Prime Minister (Mr. Llovd George), and 
one member of the Governments of France, Ttaly and 
Great Britain. The Army Council will be General 
Foch, representing France, General Sir H. Wilson, 
Great Britain, and for Italy probably General Cadorna. 
General Favolle will be Commander-in-Chief of the 
Franco-British forces in Italy.

A new scale of graded voluntary rationing has been 
issued for bread, cereals, meat, butter, margarine and 
lard, and sugar. The amount is a fixed one in all ex- 
cept bread, of which hard workers get more than light 
workers, and men more than women. Children are not 
rationed. The term bread includes flour. Cereals in- 
clude oatmeal, rice, sago, etc., beans, lentils. etc. Meat 
includes suet, also a reasonable amount of bone, and 
poultry and rabbits. In addition to the above the con- 
sumption of milk and cheese should be restricted as 
far as possible. 
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FUNDS AND HOMES FOR THE NURSING PROFESSION 


GENERAL. 


TRAINED NursEs’ ANNuITY FunD 
(73 Cheapside, London, E.C.2: Hon. Secretary, 
Dr. Ogier Ward). 
HIS Fund was started forty-three years ago 
to help fully-trained nurses disabled by ill- 
health, accident,’ or old age with annuities of vary- 
ing amount, so that each annuitant should have 
at least 10s. a week from all sources, and no 
annuitant more than 13s. Funds are received 
from the public, and others are invested. Alto- 
gether, about £19,000 has been received, and 
£8,600 disbursed. The sum of £20,000 is urgently 
required. Seventy-five cases have been helped 
since the establishment of the Fund, and there 
are now thirty-eight annuitants. There are fifty- 
eight cases on the waiting list. Application should 
be made to Dr. Ward in writing. 

Nurses applying must have had three years’ 
training and seven years’ nursing experience, and 
be at least forty years of age. 

[Note.—This Fund also selects the annuities 
for the five Nightingale Memorial Annuities, the 
conditions being as above, only that the annuity 
is given without any condition as to income from 
other sources. } 


King Epwarp MemoriaAL Homes, Lonpon 
(Secretary, Mrs. W. Vaux Graham, 25 Bucking- 
ham Street, Strand, London, W.C.). 


These homes, one at 18 Victoria Road, Clapham, 
S.W., and the other at 26 Norland Square, W., 
were bought and endowed with money raised by 
nurses and their friends (about £12,200) as a 
memorial to King Edward VII. Several nurses 
are already in residence. They receive a room, 
heating, light, and board for a sum of 8s. 9d. to 
12s. 9d. a week. It is intended for nurses with 
small incomes who are incapacitated from working. 

Applicants must be trained nurses and have an 
income of at least £26 a year. They must be 
strong enough to go up and down stairs for meals 
‘ and keep their own rooms clean. 


Epitrn Cavett Homes or REstT 
(25 Victoria Street, London, S.W.1.: 
Hon: Secretary, Wallace Braby, Esq.). 


These Homes, of which one is open at Bridport, 
Dorset, and another at Coombe Head, Haslemere, 
were established to give a rest free of any expense 
to trained nurses needing such help. Railway 
fare and laundry are also paid. The money for 
endowment (£25,000) was subscribed by the 
public as a memorial to Nurse Edith Cavell, and 
includes. a grant from the British Red Cross 
Society. More money is required to extend the 
work. A number of nurses have already been 
received.

The object of this Fund is to help in various 
ways—with advice, employment, loans, or gifts 
of money—nurses who are members of the R.N. 
Pension Fund for Nurses. Help is given promptly. 
The Fund receives money in subscriptions and 
donations; over £20,000 is invested, and during 
last year 372 cases: were helped at a cost of £1,951 
More subscriptions are urgently needed.

of £5,588. This small capital is the nucleus which 
it is hoped will grow to a large amount. By the 
legal trust attached, it is for the sole benefit of 
the certified nurses of the sick poor working in 
Ireland, and cannot be alienated from them. 
During the year 1916-17 grants were made to 
thirteen nurses. One received an annuity, and 
twelve were given grants varying in amount from 
£3 to £18. Some of these were regular grants; 
others were occasional gifts to enable applicants 
by rest and change of air to recruit their health 
and return to work. 

Applicants must be trained certified nurses in 
the practice of their profession in Ireland, and 
must be incapacitated through sickness or old age.

QUEEN’s Nurses’ BENEVOLENT Funp 
(27 Bessborough Garden, S.W.1: Hon. Secretary, 
Miss Grace H. Vaughan). , 

This Fund was started by Taz Nursine Tives 
at the wish of many Queen’s. nurses to provide 
pensions for Queen’s nurses who have become 
totally disabled. By the payments of the nurses 
themselves, with the help of a few gifts, the sum 
invested already amounts to £1,540. Much more 
is required, and gifts will be welcomed. 

After May, 1918, applications for pensions of 
not more than £20 a year will be considered. The 
Fund is only for Queen’s nurses who have sub- 
scribed continuously for five years, and are sub- 
scribers at the time of disablement. The number 
of nurses who can benefit must necessarily depend 
on the amounts received, as only the interest from 
the invested capital will be used. 


QvUEEN’s Nurses’ BENEFIT Funp

The Queen’s Nurses’ Benefit Fund provides 
gratuities of £5 each for a number of the senior 
nurses on the Queen’s Roll who have served con- 
tinuously and are receiving a clear salary (apart 
from allowance for board, lodging, uniform, etc.) 
of less than £50 per annum.

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BOOKS, AND HOW TO STUDY THEM

IV.—BIsiioGRaAPRY. 


F you look up this word in any dictionary 
| ssued some years ago, you will see it defined 
as a description of books as to authorship, date, 
edition, ete. In recent years the term has 
acquired a very different meaning. It is held to 
cover the science and art of gathering all that has 
been written on a subject, of getting the very 
essence of every such contribution, and of so 
arranging the facts obtained that one can at a 
moment’s notice find the authority for a state- 
ment, or the distinctive teaching of any writer. 

Bibliography is recognised and is carried out 
by all great learned societies. It is in common 
use by the best private workers in many fields. 
Having been in touch with men and women who 
owe their success in life chiefly to bibliography, 
and having personally conducted bibliographical 
work at the British Museum for a leading London 
society, I can honestly say that if one wishes to 
be an expert in any one thing, or to have a wide 
range of knowledge over many things, biblio- 
graphy will save time and labour and will afford 
far better-results than any expenditure of time 
or labour could yield without it. 

Bibliography has an advantage over any cyclo- 
pedia. The latter gives one a host of subjects in 
which one may not take the least interest. A 
cyclopedia never specialises. Bibliography en- 
ables the student to take up any one detail as far 
apart as dieting in scarlet fever and the treatment 
of finger-nails, and to learn all that others have 
written on the matter. It enables the poor 
student to acquire the equivalent of a costly 
library; but it does more. The library might be 
appallingly voluminous and unmemorisable ; 
what is arrived at by bibliography is one’s very 
own. Our first practical lesson shall be in— 

Press CUTTING. 

has to do with collating and indexing 
paragraphs and articles snipped from current 
journals. Here is the A.B.C. method of work- 
ing, as distinct from ways more elaborate that 
tax the patience but yield no better results: 
Obtain a few quires of ordinary typewriting paper. 
Number each sheet at the top right-hand corner. 
If the cutting is backed by a continuation of the 
printed matter, it is necessary to provide a margin 
or io mount it with transparent paper tape run- 
ning from top to bottom of the cutting at its left 
border, so that when mounted and dry the cutting 
has a gafe hinge which will permit the under side 
to be read. When a margin can be secured let 
it be about the third of an inch in width; make 
it perfectly straight by folding over a paper cut- 
ter or thin piece of card; cover the under side 
of the margin with clean adhesive, as starch 
paste or “Gloy,’’ and mount near the left border 
of the sheet. In either case the cutting should 
be as easily turned as the leaf of a book. Even 





if the column is not backed by any continuation 
it will be found best to mount in this way; it is 
essential to do so if the column is so long that it 
has to be cut. In the latter case the second 
piece of the cutting will go underneath the first 
piece, the mounted border coming about half an 
inch from the border of the first piece. Thus, if 
you had mounting paper some nine inches wide it 
would be possible to get a large number of cut- 
tings on the mount, superimposed like scales or 
tiles. The plan is neat, cleanly, economical, 
compact, and—but that is sufficient. 

At the head of the mounting sheet the subject 
is written, thus :— 


“Small Pox—Red Light in——”’ 


Avoid partly mounting a long column in such 
way that a long tail-piece has to be folded. 
On no account reduce the size of a mount because 
a cutting is small. On coming across other para- 
graphs dealing with the subject they can be placed 
on the same sheet. 

Ultimately, these sheets may be hand-sewn to 
form one or more volumes; but pending that they 
should be kept in numerical order, and in a port- 
folio rather larger in size, and fastened with two 
bands of elastic, cross-ways. 

Should this plan be deemed too elaborate, a 
press-cutting book may be used, or a stiff covered 
exercise book from which every alternate sheet 
has been cut away. When removing the sheets 
a sufficient border of paper should be left to keep 
the binding firm. This book will have to be 
paginated by placing a number on the top right- 
hand corner, leaving the back of each sheet un- 
touched. 

Either method will in the course of time give 
one an immense quantity of material, some of 
which may be of service—if available. 

To make it available, instead of a vast hay- 
stack in which your needle of wanted fact is 
lost, you must make an index. We all know 
the principle of an index—it is made alphabetic- 
ally. Well, if an index is put together in volume 
form the mischief is that we may fill the sheets 
belonging to one or. more letters, and have no 
further space available while under some other 
letter there may be only one or two entries.

[ue manual curative workshops which have been erected 
at Bellahouston Red Cross Hospital, Glasgow, with con- 
tributions from the employees of the Helm Foundry, 
Cathcart, were formally opened by Lady Weir.

THe Ration ALLOWANCE. 

Ir is rather puzzling to the nurse who conscientiously 
tries to keep to. “‘ rations,” to note that the Southwark 
Board of Guardians are indignant that food was not sup- 
plied to nurses who stayed up on air-raid nights. One 
Guardian said it was “monstrous ” that in those cond 
a nurse might not have a bit of bread or a cup 
between 5 p.m. and 7 a.m. 

It was agreed to allow the staff 4s. a week to buy extra 
food, as the scale of rations, being strictly in a é 
with the Food Controller’s Regulations, was not suff 
for persons working long hours. 

There seems to be some misunderstanding here, some 
red tape. The Food Controller has suggested a certain 
average ration, and all patriotic people will keep to it, 
but he expressly says that some people—those engaged in 
heavy or exhausting work—will need more, and others 
will need less. When the extra strain of prolonged night 
duty during an air raid is put upon nurses, of course the 
should have extra food. 

We gather that, as so often happens, the Guardians 
have been exaggerating, or have been incorrectly 1 rted 
At the institution in question the last meal (supper with 
bread and cheese), is at 7 p.m., and ordinarily thing 
further is served till breakfast time. But in an emergency 
allowance should be made. In a private household the 
rations may be supplemented with extras such as fruit 
and other articles not restricted by the Controller, and tt 
is to enable the etaff to buy these that the extra money 
has been granted. 








ADEQUATE PAY FOR IRISH NURSES 


N the Weekly Irish Times ‘‘Shamus” continues 

emphasise the need for adequate pay in Irish hot 
pitals. ‘‘Taking account of the fee that she is ulled 
upon to pay for her training, she works, on an average, 
for four and a half years without any remuneration save 
her board and lodging, so that at the age of twenty sevel 
or twenty-eight she begins to earn for the first e 
her life.

complete, as a substantial part of the hospital’s :

This they could not do 
with the earnings of the hospital cook or any othe~ of its 
servants.” Miss Matheson’s mention (at the Dublin meet 
ing) of adequate pay is, adds ‘“‘Shamus,” the fir signal 
that betterment may be in contemplation.

FiRE AT AN INFIRMARY 

UCH sympathy will be felt with the Manchester 
MI Boara of Guardians and with the staff of the 
Road Institution, Crumpsall (formerly the 
Union Workhouse), at the terrible fire which

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AMALGAMATION OF TWO 
IMPORTANT MASSAGE SCHOOLS 


R. JUSTINA WILSON, of the well-known massage 
institute in York Place, has now taken over the 
Swedish Institute which has been so successfully carried 


on for seven years by Dr. Mary Coghill-Hawkes. The 
two schools are to be amalgamated, and presently all 
classes will be held at the Institute, 106-108 Cromwell 
Road. These two large houses are admirably fitted for 


their treble use as training school, clinique, and hostel. 
[he rooms are very large and sunny, with pleasant out- 
look both back and front. There are three or four rooms 
for the treatment of private cases, the largest being set 
apart for high frequency electrical treatment. The class- 
rooms and gymnasium, which were filled when our repre- 
sentative visited them, with students doing varied practical 
work, are spacious, and on four afternoons in the week are 
visited by numbers of out-patients, who come for both 
massage and electrical treatment. Upstairs are the charm- 
ing bedrooms, nearly all of them single rooms, where 
twenty-four students live. 

The students at this school get a great deal of practical 
vork as soon as they are ready for it. They are attached 
to the Roval Free Hospital, St. Mary’s, St. Bartholomew’s, 
and to the City of London Hospital in Finsbury Square 
a very favourite one with them—and they also do massage 
and electrical treatment at the great Military Orthopedic 
Hospital in Hammersmith. Often after a certain period of 
training the students are placed in charge of a department, 
working, of course, under a doctor, and so they get ex- 
cellent practice for assuming larger responsibilities when in 
posts of their own. 


Dr. Wilson is “‘speeding up” the period of training 
und contriving to put the first year and a quarter’s work 
into one year. She is also arranging a secretarial course, 


with shorthand and tvpewriting, for students who wish to 
go as secretaries to medical men, and who may take this

es’ bag; internal version was performed; the 
hild (thirty-five weeks) was stillborn, and the 
ondition of the mother was grave during de- 
ery; she rallied well and made a good recovery. 
second patient was a 10 para. near term; 
the hand presented, internal version was per- 
formed, but owing to the severe loss of blood the 
child was stillborn and the mother very anemic. 
There was pyrexia early in the puerperium, but 
the mother left the hospital in good condition. 
The third patient was an 11 para.; labour started 
at the thirty-fourth week; the hand prolapsed; 
internal podalic version arrested the hemorrhage, 
which was severe; the mother had marked symp- 
toms of shock but had a normal puerperium; the 
child was stillborn. In the last two cases the pre- 
sence of the placenta in the lower segment seemed 
the predisposing cause of the malpresentation. 
One woman was admitted with severe concealed 
hemorrhage; the premature fetus was dead. Bi- 
polar version was performed and the vagina 
tightly plugged. Her condition’was grave from 
the onset; after delivery, in spite of all restora- 
tive measures, she died. 

It is interesting to note that in the series under 
consideration there were instances of most of the 
many methods by which delivery is effected in 
oblique lies. It needs a very prolonged experi- 
ence in midwifery practice before one sees all the 
abnormalities that these lies offer. I had 
previously seen a case of spontaneous rectifica- 
tion; on the rupture of the membranes during a 
strong contraction the vertex replaced the shoulder 
that presented originally. 

In the forty-seven cases there were two cases 
of spontaneous version; both were premature 
labours; one fetus was macerated, and the second 
twenty-eight weeks) only survived two hours. 
There were three cases of spontaneous evolution. 
In the first two the fetus was macerated. The 
third was an exciting twin labour at the twenty- 
eighth week. The first child presented by the 
elbow (a very rare occurrence); the os was fully 
dilated. While attempts were being-made to do 
an external cephalic version the membranes rup- 
tured and the child was born alive, the shoulder 
Pressed under the pubic arch; the trunk and 
finally the head followed. The second child pre- 
sented by the breech, but when the liquor amnii (of 





which there was a considerable quantity) escaped 
it performed spontaneous version and was de- 
livered asa vertex. Both children .urvived only a 
few hours. ‘Two other macerated feti were born 
“doubled up ’’—that is, the head and trunk were 
expelled together, the feet being the last to 
escape. This completes the list of natural 
deliveries. 

The most frequent method of assisting labour 
was internal podalic version; in four mstances 
the cord prolapsed during the 
necessitated immediate extraction. There 
however, cases which allowed of external cephalic 
version, and in those instances in which the os 
was small, bi-polar version was successful. In a 
primagravida at term the left elbow and shoulder 
presented; a De Ribes’ bag was introduced, and 
on its expulsion the child was extracted after 
internal podalic version. There were also the 
three cases of Csearian section, described in the 
first part of this article. 

Eight of the forty-seven labours 
structed; they were sent in to the hospital with 
tonic contraction of the uterus; as a rule, morphia 
} grain was given at once, and it was not till the 
uterus was well relaxed that any attempt was 
made to deliver the patient. In two 
ternal version was performed; one child was still- 
born, the second had bad white asphyxia, but 
recovered. Three cases necessitated decapitation ; 
in one the cord was prolapsed and pulseless and 
the shoulder impacted; in the second the patient 
had mitral stenosis with failing compensation; 
she was an 8 para., and her forme: labours, so 
far as could be discovered, had been normal. 
The fetus was dead when the patient was ad- 
mitted. In the third instance the fetus was 
macerated. There were two cases of craniotomy. 
In neither was it possible to deliver the after- 
coming head owing to marked pelvic contraction. 

The eighth case was dramatic. The patient 
was a 2 para., and there was flo discoverable 
cause for the presentation of the right leg and 
arm. External cephalic version brought the head 
and elbow to the pelvic brim: the elbow was 
pushed up; the head then extended; the face pre- 
sentation was converted to a vertex; after mould- 
ing, the high forceps was applied; the child was 
born alive, but only lived twenty-four hours. The 
mother’s condition was fair; during the puerperium 
she had acute bronchitis. 

There were four inductions, the 
tractable albuminuria at thirty-six weeks;

The*second was induced for large 
incarcerated umbilical hernia at eight months; 
the cord prolapsed after version and the infant 
was stillborn; the mother, who was very stout, 
was in fairly good condition. The third-had a 
contracted pelvis, and was induced at the thirty- 
third week; the presentation was originally a 
breech, but the De Ribes’ bag led to displace- 
ment of the fetus; a leg was brought down; 
there was marked uterine inertia, and the fetus 
died in utero. The notes of the fourth case were 
incomplete, but the child was also stillborn (28 
80 weeks). 

In the series there was a great variety of pre- 
sentations. The shoulder was the most common. 
Next in frequency came the hand; the ribs pre- 
sented in a case that terminated by spontaneous 
version. There were also cases of presentation 
of cord and shoulder, cord and arm, left elbow 
and shoulder, head and elbow, hand and foot. 
The most curious was the presentation of the 
intestines in the ectopic monster; this’ was not 
an easy diagnosis; the patient was anesthetised 
and a leg was brought down. 

There were two maternal deaths, one from acci- 
dental hemorrhage and the other from cerebral 
hemorrhage. 

The mortality of the infants was high. It must 
be remembered that only fifteen of the forty-seven 
labours were at full term. If the ectopic monster, 
an axitic infant, and macerated feti (eight) are 
not included, there remain twenty-one infants 
out of thirty-seven stillborn; three others only 
survived a few hours—that is, 59 per cent. of 
the infants died or were destroyed. Three had 
white asphyxia, two blue asphyxia; all these 
recovered. In only eight cases is the condition 
of the child described as satisfactory. The very 
complicated conditions in many of the series must 
be borne in mind; the study of the cases should 
impress upon every midwife the supreme import- 
ance of diagnosis of abnormal conditions and 
abnormal lies during pregnancy; a hopeful prog- 
nosis is then possible. If diagnosed early in 
labour and if there are no other complications, one 
of the methods of performing version is practic- 
able; it is in neglected cases that the child is often 
sacrificed and the mother subjected to very 
serious risks M.0O. H 








A PAINFUL CASE 

LONG and painful case, over fatal neglect of a baby, 

has just been concluded at Exeter, and Miss F. A. 
Parkes, a trained nurse and proprietress of the Carlton 
Nursing Home, Exeter, has been sentenced to six months’ 
imprisonment in the second division. The evidence was 
conflicting, and it was very difficult to get at the truth. 
Finally, the mother of the child was sentenced for culpable 
neglect in not administering food; and the nurse was 
found guilty of culpable neglect in not sending for medi- 
cal aid 


AMENORRHCEA IN WAR-TIME 

ANY observers note that cases of amenorrhea with 
| out any discoverable cause, have much increased in 
number during the war. At one clinic the figure rose 
from 1 to 5 per cent. The doctor attributed the amenorrha@a 
to depression, over-work, and under-feeding. In a few 
women, the onset of uterine atrophy was noticeable. The

MIDWIFERY NOTES 
PayMENT oF Doctors’ Fezzgs. 

HE midwives at Stockton-on-Tees have 
adopted a scheme of contributing 1s. from 
‘each case attended to an emergency fund to | 
the doctor, when called in, according to the rules 
of the C.M.B. A flat rate of £1 1s. is charged 
each patient. This arrangement has worked well 
in other districts, and until the scheme for a St: 
aided midwifery service, proposed by the Asso: 
tion for Promoting the Training and Supply 
Midwives is adopted by the State, the arrai 
ment at Stockton and elsewhere is satisfact: 
to both midwives and doctors, and the patients 
soon learn to appreciate the fact that the doctor's 
fee is covered. 


ProGRESS AT DuRHAM. 

THe Durham County Council has approved 
the formation of a County Nursing Association t 
provide district nursing for the people in areas 
where private nurses are not usually available, aud 
to give midwifery service in sparsely populated 
parts of the county. The co-operation of the Queen 
Victoria’s Jubilee Institute for Nurses will guar- 
antee good nurses who are also midwives. The 
Local Government Board is meeting half the ex- 
penditure. The scheme includes the payment of 
the fees of medical practitioner according to scal 
when they are called in to certain cases by mid 
wives. The scheme of the M.O.H. (Dr. T. E 
Hill) is an excellent way of dealing with the situa- 
tion, but we hope the fees charged by the Nursing 
Association will not put it in unfair competition 
with the independent midwives now practising in 
the county. 

There are at present sixteen nursing associations 
in the county, including Gateshead and Sund 
land, affiliated to the Q.V.J.1. The difficulty 
maintaining trained midwives in the sparsely po] 
lated parts of the county is that there is 1 
sufficient midwifery work to enable them to mak 
a living, but Dr. Hill believes that if they 
acted as district nurses this difficulty would
